Mr,  Chairman,  Mis.  Gibson  and  Gentlemen, 

Housing  again  claimed  the  greater  proportion  of  the  department's 
time, although  as  can  be  seen  from  the  section  relating  to  Meat  and 
Slaughtering,  the  number  of  food  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  demands 
almost  day  by  day  attention.. 

Special  attention  is  drav/n  elsewhere  to  the  new  works  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal,  but  here  disappointment  can  be  expressed  in  the 
reduction  in  numbers  of  drain  connections  and  modem  sanitary  fittings 
to  existing  properties  for  far  too  many  people  have  to  rely  on  the  other 
types  of  objectionable  closet  accommodation.  Concern  was  again  expressed 
during  the  year  on  the  inadequacy  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  both  at 
Castle  Donington  and  at  Kegvorth,  and  at  the  former  consideration  V7as 
given  to  the  advisability  of  suspending  development  of  any  kind  which 
would  increase  the  volume  of  sewage  for  treatment  at  the  Works  having 
regard  to  the  composition  of  the  effluent. 

The  most  important  new  legislation  diiring  the  year  xvas  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  and  as  time  permits  effort  will  be  directed  in  the 
endeavour  to  bring  about  improvements  at  food  premises  to  provide  the 
hygienic  conditions  that  everyone  v;ould  like  to  see. 

I have  pleasure  to  record  appreciation  of  the  assistance  alv/ays 
given  to  the  department  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Coimcil,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee  and 
the  members  of  the  Council. 

I must  also  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  to  the  staff  who  never  fail  to  respond 
to  all  demands  made  upon  them.

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HOUSING.. 

In  my  last  report  I mentioned  the  increasing  responsibilities  of 
the  department  following  instiTuctions  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  G-ovemment  advising  Councils  to  pay  more  attention  to  the 
condition  of  existing  houses.  The  new  Act  v/as  formulated  to 
facilitate  the  exercise  oC*  Local  Authorities*  dbligations  for  the 
clearance  and  replacement  of  slum  houses  5 the  enforcement  of 
essential  repairs  and  the  encouragement  of  improvements  and 
conversions.  The  Minister  states  that  this  branch  of  housing  is 
the  vital  part  of  the  government’s  housing  policy,  and  local 
authorities  should  nov7  talce  up  as  a matter  of  urgency  the  canpaign 
which  the  v/ar  interrupted. 

The  work  of  detailed  inspections  of  substandard  property  in  the 
area  was  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  of  necessity  it  will 
indeed  be  a long  term  programme,  for  there  are  many  of  the  properties 
that  come  within  the  categories  referred  to. 

The  preliminary  survey  reveals  that  a high  proportion  of  the 
older  property  in  the  district  is  in  varying  stages  of  disrepair 
ovTing  to  lack  of  necessary  repairs  effected  during  and  since  the  war 
years.  Some  of  the  dwellings  are  lacking  in  modem  standards,  and 
common  useage  is  not  tmknown,  for  in  some  cases  the  occupants  of 
groups  of  houses  have  to  take  water  from  standpipes  in  common  yards 
and  some  share  coimnunal  closet  accommodation.  It  is  apparent  that 
the  Minister  would  like  to  see  the  full  implementation  of  the 
legislation  Yfhen.  such  conditions  exist. 

It  can  be  related,  hov^/ever,  that  the  Council  have  encouraged 
improvements  and  conversions  as  provided,  for  in  the  Section  dealing 
with  Improvement  Grants  during  the  year  nineteen  applications  for 
improvement  grants  were  considered  and  approved.  In  most  cases  the 
improvements  covered  the  provision  of  indoor  v/ater  supplies,  bath- 
rooms, indoor  sanitation,  installation  of  hot  water  systems, 
kitchens,  proper  food  storage,  lighting  ventilation  and  improved, 
sanitary  conditions  generally. 

I do  not  think  it  can  be  denied  that  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  as 
revised  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  has  not  been 
taken  at  its  full  value  by  the  landlords  of  old  properties,  for 
here  is  a means  v/here  the  lifetime  of  many  of  the  older  dwelling 
houses  that  qualify  can  be  extended  for  long  periods  by  improvement 
or  conversion  and  essential  incidental  repairs. 
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It  appears  to  Tdg  clear  that  if  the  v/ishes  of  the  Minister  are  to 
he  oh  served  in  relation  to  all  requirements  of  the  Acts  lasting 
benefits  may  well  result. 

So  far  as  new  housing  is  concerned^  howeverj  progress  can  he 
recorded,  for  the  n-umher  of  new  houses  erected  and  occupied  during 
1955  exceeded  any  year  since  the  war. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  hundred  and  forty-one 
applicants  on  the  list  for  Council  houses  including  the  njj.iety-four 
new  ones  received  during  the  year. 

At  the  houses  recently  acquired  hy  the  Council  at  Belton  and 
Long  ¥/hatton  works  of  improvement  covered  the  abolition  of  cesspools 
and  pail  closets  and  the  installation  of  water  closets  with 
connections  to  the  nev?  sewers. 

Concern  was  expressed  about  the  condition  of  some  of  the 
gardens  belonging  to  Council  houses  and  although  statutory  steps 
were  not  taken  in  any  case  to  bring  about  improvement  it  does  not 
mean  that  ’'ever:>’t;hing  in  all  gardens  is  lovely".  Unfortunately 
conditions  do  and  have  existed  for  many  seasons  where  tenants  pay 
absolutely  no  regard  whatsoever  to  gardening  or  even  general 
tidiness.  Inhere  such  conditions  do  exist  it  is  sometimes  to  the 
detriment  of  adjoining  houses  where  the  tenants  are  garden  proud, 
and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  a considered  wish  of  the 
Council  that  a full  use  should  be  made  of  all  the  land  within  the 
tenancy. 

On  the  tenporary  housing  sites  at  the  Castle  Bonington  Airfield 
appreciable  progress  was  made  in  the  clearance  of  twenty-eight 
hutments.  The  families  from  these  sites  have  now  been  housed  in 
all  parishes  in  the  area  where  Council  houses  have  been  erected. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  that  only  two  sites 
remained  v/ith  a total  of  twelve  occupied  hutments.

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WAm  SUPPLIES 

There  were  no  major  water  improvement  schemes  completed  in  the 
area  during  the  year  and  the  existing  yrorks  continued  to  he  overworked. 

No  further  progress  ¥/as  made  v/ith  regard  to  the  scheme  for 
providing  additional  storage  researvoir  capacity  in  Castle  Donington, 
and  at  times  during  the  year  this  need  accounted  for  some  inconvenience 
owing  to  the  exbra  demand  brought  about  by  both  industrial  and  housing 
development.  ¥e  were  fordrunate,  havover  for  the  difficulty  was 
temporarily  ovarcome  aving  to  the  good  offices  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council  v/ho  allowed  us  to  take  water  direct  from  their 
reservoir  at  peak  periods  at  a greater  rate  than  that  stipulated  in 
the  original  agreement. 

At  this  time  also  the  Coimcil  were  called  upon  to  approach  the 
Urban  District  Council  with  a view  to  obtaining  additional  supplies. 

The  negotiations  proved  satisfactoiy,  and  the  agreement  was  amended  to 
allovT  for  additional  quantities  to  be  taken  at  the  Coppice, 

On  the  Park  Lane  housing  site  the  mains  were  extended  to  take  in 
the  development. 

The  scheme  for  the  laying  in  of  the  new  v/ater  main  on  the 
approaches  to  the  new  Cavendish  Bridge  was  finalised  during  the  year. 

At  Kegworth  some  slight  in^rovement  can  be  recorded  for  a new 
pressure  reducing  valve  was  installed  at  a point  bet\/een  the 
connection  v/ith  the  Leicester  Corporation  main  and  Packington  Hill, 
v/ith  the  object  of  assisting  in  the  control  of  pressures  to 
properties  at  varying  levels  in  the  parish.  Since  that  time  we  have 
been  able  to  maintain  a reasonable  supply  to  properties  on  the  Whatton 
Road  estate,  apart  from  one  occasion  when  the  trouble  was  traced  to  a 
burst  main.  Nevertheless,  the  problem  of  distribution  in  this 
Parish  is  still  far  from  satisfactory  and  will  not  be  trouble-free 
until  some  of  the  old  corroded  mains  are  replaced  iTith  new  ones  of 
adequate  carrying  capacity.  Incidentally  this  also  applies  to 
Castle  Donington. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  during  the  Christmas  holidays  a burst 
occurred  on  the  Leicester  Corporation's  main  just  out  of  Kegvrorth. 

The  v>rhole  of  the  parish  was  without  v/ater  for  several  hours  until 
the  V/ater  Board  were  able  to  transfer  to  the  a\axiliary  main. 

Five  wells  were  closed  during  the  year  and  connections  made  to 
the  Council’s  mains. 
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At  Charley  the  only  parish  without  a mains  water  supply,  the 
department  v/as  called  upon  by  the  occupier  of  farm  premises  to 
arrange  for  the  County  Fire  Service  to  convey  water  by  tender  to 
cover  a period  v/hen  the  well  had  become  dry. 

The  chemical  qualities  of  the  two  waters  received  in  bulk  vary 
in  their  degree  of  hardness  and  complaints  were  again  received  from 
the  occupiers  of  properties  in  the  hi^  parts  of  Castle  Bonington  in 
particular. 

In  addition  to  the  connections  made  to  the  mains  to  supply  new 
houses  both  for  private  enterprise  and  the  local  authority,  other 
supplies  were  aff 02?ded  to  hostel  accommodation,  a school,  a place 
of  T/orship,  factory  and  business  premises. 


DRAmAGE 
AND  SMffiRAG-E. 

The  new  sewer  extension  was  completed  on  the  Park  Lane  and 
fourteen  cesspools  serving  the  frontage  properties  were  abolished 
and  connections  made  to  the  sewer.  There  is  no  further  progress 
to  be  reported  at  the  Castle  Bonington  Sevrage  17orks  vrhere  the 
position  irorsened  almost  day  by  day  as  new  properties  and 
extensions  to  existing  ones  w'-ere  connected. 

■ , The  Council  have  long  taken  the  view  that  the  v/orks 
are  no  longer  capable  of  dealing  with  these  extra  demands  and  they 
considered  during  the  year  v/hether  to  allow  additional  quantities 
of  sewage  to  arrive  at  the  works  until  such  times  that  the  plant  is 
adequate  to  meet  the  denaand. 

At  Kegworth  where  an  improvement  scheme  had  already  been 
prepared  and  approved  by  the  Ministiy  like  circumstances  obtain, 
for  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  not  been  commenced  on  a project 
to  result  in  satisfaction.  "Automation"  is  really  the  only 
innovation  that  could  place  the  Kegworth  sev/age  v/orks  on  an 
efficient  vi^orking  basis,  for  to  say  the  least,  embarassing 
circumstances  may  well  result  having  to  rely  on  out-of-date  and 
totally  inadequate  plant. 
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At  Belton,  Disevvorth  and  Long  li/hatton  it  is  disappointing  to 
recoird  that  the  pail  closet  emptying  vehicle  has  still  to  spend 
longish  periods  every  week  carrying  out  a far  from  pleasant 
service.  The  nuniber  of  conversions  canried  out  during  the  year 
fell  far  shorb  of  that  carried  out  during  the  previous  year,  and 
we  again  as?xed  the  armers  of  all  properties  on  the  line  of  the  new 
sewers  to  co-operate  with  the  Council  and  take  advantage  of  the 
appropriate  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Works  v/ere  put  in  hand  for  the  laying  in  of  sewers  at 
Breedon-on-the-Hill  and  part  of  Tonge  village.  It  could  reasonably 
be  assumed  therefore,  that  by  this  time  next  year  the  report  must 
include  the  abolition  of  pails  and  conversions  to  the  fresh  v/ater 
carriage  system  in  this  parish. 


CESSPOOIB 


During  the  year  tv7enty-tv70  cesspools  v/ere  abolished  and 
drainage  connected  to  the  main  sev7ers. 

There  wrere  seven  septic  tanks  re-constructed  at  promises 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  v/ere  a total  of  seventy-four 
septic  tanks  and  cesspools  in  the  area.  The  majority  of  those 
\7ill  alv/ays  remain  in  use  since  they  are  at  propeirties 
unsewered  and  not  likely  to  be  sewered,  therefore  time  will 
alv/ays  have  to  be  regularly  allocated  for  this  service  v/hich 
varies  in  time  at  individual  properties  according  to 
oircijmstanoes  and  in  some  cases  it  often  takes  as  long  as  • 
six  hours  to  service  one  cesspool. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Consequent  on  the  rate  of  the  development  of  occupied 
premises  the  demand  on  the  public  cleansing  services  increased 
during  the  year  and  I can  report  that  aq^art  from  a period  during 
the  winter  months  i/hen  collections  were  delayed  the  scheme  worked 
fairly  satirsfactorilyc  Of  necessity  there  was  also  a considerable 
amount  of  bime  taken  up  on  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  old 
type  refuse  collection  vehicle.  Hov/everj  the  Council  were  aware 
of  shortcomings  in  this  direction  and  consideration  was  given  to 
replacing  this  veMcle  whicli  had  already  given  ten  years ' 
continuous  service.  There  t/as  also  some  slight  delay  in 
collections  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  on  accoimt  of  sickness. 

I related  in  last  year’s  report  that  refuse  was  being  tipped 
on  a day  to  day  arrangement  made  with  the  good  offices  of  the 
cvvners  of  land  on  Netherfield  Lane.  During  this  year,  however, 
the  whole  of  the  refuse  in  the  area  with  the  exception  of  two 
parishes  on  the  southern  side,  was  disposed  of  on  the  newly 
acquired  tip  at  Lockington, 

It  seems  to  bo  clear  that  changes  have  and  are  taking  place 
in  the  character  of  domestic  waste,  for  more  and  more  packages  are 
prepared  for  retail  sale  in  paper,  cardboaztl  and  other  wrappings. 
Such  changes  are  bound  to  have  an  effect  on  the  bulk  of 
combustible  material  which  is  delivered  to  the  refuse  tip.  This 
of  course,  has  to  be  disposed  of  by  burning. 

Vdiilst  it  is  appreciated  that  circumstances  at  individual 
properties  may  not  allovv  for  the  destroying  of  all  combustible 
material  it  can  readily  be  seen  by  inspection  of  the  loads  that 
at  least  tvrenty-five  per  cent  is  taken  up  by  waste  matter  of  a 
combustible  nature.  It  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  forecast 
a rate  of  saving  because  of  unlcnown  factors,  but  it  is  obvious 
that  a saving  in  collection  and  transport  costs  must  accrue  if  the 
minimum  of  domestic  refuse  was  only  made  available  for  collection. 

It  is  of  interest  also  to  note  that  "litter"  was  a subject 
that  came  up  for  repeated  discussions  during  the  year  and 
additional  litter  baskets  were  provided  at  places  in  on  endeavour 
to  keep  tidy  streets.  There  is  still  hop/ever,  apathy  about 
tidiness  in  the  streets  and  we  notice  on  occasions  deposits  in 
places,  even  in  the  vicinity  of  Y^-aste  baskets  that  present  a 
disgrace  to  an  enlightened  community. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  MD 

J/EAT  INSPECTION 

A grea’l;  deal  of  the  time  of  the  department  was  taken  up  on 
inspections  at  slaughter  houses,  for  every  effort  was  made  to  ensure 
one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs  reported 
for  slaughtero  There  are  three  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the 
area  and  inspections  are  made  regularly,  for  slaughtering  is  carried 
out  six  days  in  the  week. 

The  persons  concerned  co-operated  to  the  full  v/ith  the  department 
although  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  where  premises  had  been  hired 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations  were  contravened. 
The  result  v/as  that  the  defendants  pleaded  guilty  of  offences  under 
clauses  9,  10  and  2i  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
and  Section  78  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

The  offences  were 

Slaughtering  of  on  animal  v/ithout  giving  notice 
of  the  fact  to  the  local  authority. 

Permitting  the  carcase  of  an  animal  v/ith  organs 
to  be  removed  from  the  place  without  authorisation 
after  inspection  by  an  Inspector  of  the  local 
authority. 

Transporting  \msound  meat  in  a vehicle  with  other 
meat  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  following  table  shows  the  list  of  details  relating  to  the 
inspections. 

The  last  item  in  the  table  relates  to  the  t\,70  bovine  carcases 
that  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Gys^'icercus  Bovis  and  the 
affected  parts  v/ere  surrendered.  Both  carcases  were  placed  into 
cold  storage  for  tv/enty-one  days  at  the  temperature  of  20  Fahrenheit 
specified  by  the  Ministry  in  their  memorandima. 

Other  food  shops  in  addition  to  slaughterhouses  vfhere 
inspections  were  carried  out  included  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Buffer 
Depot,  Castle  Donington,  and  subsidiary  premises  on  the  Airfield. 
Unsound  tinned  food  stuffs  were  volTjntarily  surrendered  on 
occasions ,

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FOOD  HYGIK'-L-?, 


A considerable  amount  of  attention  has  been  directed  to  Food 
Hygiene  in  recent  times  end  during  the  year  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  1955  v/ere  brought  into  being  by  the  IvHnistry  of 
Agriculture y Fisheries  and  Food  The  ncv/  regulations  show 
the  importance  of  protecting  food  in  all  stages  of  its 
preparation j handling  and  display. 

It  is  probably  a good  thing  to  have  legislation  that 
provides  for  regular  visits  to  food  preparation  premises  and 
it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  regulations  apply  to  boarding 
houses,  schools,  clubs,  staff  canteens  and  emphasise  the 
iiigjoirtonce  of  constant  hot  v/ater  and  facilities  for  washing 
hands  and  utensils.

SITING  CF  CARAVMS. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  ten  caravans  sited  in  the 
area  holding  temporary  licences  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Act,  1 947*  This  figure,  hovTCver,  does  not 
reflect  the  true  picture,  for  caravans  have  been  brought  on  to 
other  sites  without  prior  application  or  due  regard  to  siting 
requirements . 


Moreover,  there  v/ere  many  of  these  caravans  imder 
consideration  where  conditions  are  lansatisf actory  owing  to  the 
lack  of  proper  sanit.ary  necessities,  a condition  v/hich  is  bound 
to  worsen  with  continued  use  unless  adequate  arrangements 
combining  all  public  health  amenities  are  provided. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  puhlic  continued  to  request  the  seirvices  of  the  Council’s 
rodent  opera.'' or  and  during  the  year  one  hundred  and  eighty- one 
premises  were  visited,  These  covered  one  hundred  and  ten  at 
private  dwellings,  six  agricultural  premises,  eighteen  business 
establishmoi.'  bs  and  forty-seven  belonging  to  the  Council. 

The  department  again  co-operated  with  the  Infestation 
Department  of  the  Mnist2:y  of  /igricultiire,  Fisheries  and  Pood,  and 
sewers,  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  were  treated  regularly. 


DISmPEGTIQN  MD 

DISINFESTATION 


Prom  the  visits  and  enquiries  made  following  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  private  practitioners  five  premises  *were  disinfected 
employing  approved  methods.  Disinf ectations  were  carried  out  at 
four  dwelling  houses  following  infestation  by  cockroaches. 


PUBLIC  COWENIENCES. 

Although  the  v/orks  in  connection  with  the  combined  Bus  Station 
and  Public  Conveniences  were  not  completed,  the  latter  was  duly 
opened  and  placed  xmder  the  surveillance  of  the  department. 

There  are  many  factors  that  provide  difficulties  in  the 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  such  an  establishment  and  the  greater 
of  these  is  that  a certain  section  of  the  community  lack  a code 
of  behaviour  in  their  respect  to  public  property.  It  is 
lanf  ortimate  that  misuse  and  vandalism  take  place  in  premises  of 
this  kind  and  although  legislation  provides  for  punishment  of  such 
wilfulness,  meantime,  the  repair  of  such  misuse  and  damage  has  to 
be  paid  for. 
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SHOPS  ACT.  1950 


Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  preraises  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950* 
Improvements  were  made  at  ten  shops  covering  lighting, 
ventilation,  washing  and  sanitary  accommodation. 

As  usual  the  Department  appreciated  the  co-operation  of  the 
Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  County  Fire 
Service.  Daring  the  year  the  Council  issued  a certificate  that 
Sufficient  Means  of  Fire  Escape  had  been  provided  at  one  factory.
